McGill Delegates Find Autonomy 
Lacking In U.S. Student Unions

Autonomy in student affairs is a thing which is virtually, unheard of in manv Ampi i,..in i.n,»«,.,!f.v» ti • 



Union's "Public Debates" seriet, 
begun this year with the Ok- 
ford-McGiU debate. 

A spokesman for tho Debat- 
ing Union, commennting on tlie 
Harvard-McGill debate, said: 
"Since the 'Public Debates' nro< 
gram Is presented as a publie 
service, and since the fifth' Ni- 
xon Kennedy debate has never 
materialized, the Debating Union 




, . The conference was attended by 
the McGill Union executive, Bob 
Tate, Lillian Caplan and Bob Cars- 
welU and Wilfred Hastings, Score- 
târjr-Treasurer of the Students' 
Society. 

Of the 25 colleges and universi- 
ties which aUendcd, all from Uie 
New York state, Ontario and Que- 
bec area, none have such a tree 
system of student government as 
McGill. In most casen the stu- 
dents', hands , are tied by strict 
coostitutions laid down by the uni- 

> reriity 'admbiistratldn. The Uni- 
versity' of Rochester has a'set-up 
very similar to ours, but even 
they have a permanent Union- di- 
rector, to whom tite student exe- 
cutive reiwrts. 

EFFICIENT 
The American Unions, alt under 

/permanent administrations scetn 
to t>e run very efficiently, but the 
McGill delegation pointed out that 
McGillians are willloi' to sacrifice 
peak efficiency, for the benefits of 
an autoiiomous system. . It was 
forcefully pointed out to us that 
McGill students who are active on 
campus become much more matu- 
re in biisincss matters than stu- 
dealt ia other colleges because 



they have been given much more 
responsibility in college. Further- 
more, many more students get 
into activities here simply because 
they are needed to fill the jobs 
that permanent staffs handle in 
U.S. universities. 

Wo may tliink there is an apathy 
problem at McGill (or at least 
there was one until this year) but 
k is nothina compared willi the 
problem in the colleges (including 
tliose of comparable size) that 
were represented at the conferen- 
ce. And this problem is probably, 
due to two factor^ : a) a lack of 
autonomy, and b) a philosophy of 
conformity. 

NO STIMltlJVTION 

With respoct to thé latter, many 

extracurricular programmes seem 
to be devoted to fitting the indivi- 
dual to the campus society. They 
arc aimed at the lowest common 
denominator and make few at- 
tempts, at intellectual stimulation. 
For instance, a large majority of 
Union programmes are devoted al- 
most exclusively (o social func- 
tions or light entertainment. Most 
of the colleges represented have 
no extracurricular debating and 
have few opportunities to hear 



classical music. Also it is un- 
heard of to have law, medical or 
other postgraduate students inte- 
rested in campus affairs! 

It turned out that the McGUl de- 
legates gave out more information 
than they took in, but the,exccu> 



live picked up many helpful 
Ideas at the conference, particu- 
larly along cultural and educatio- 
nal lines. We will be applying them 
to our Union programme in a di'ort 
time, keeping in mind the pOiiits 
made above. ,

I f^^Pr?^ /9.^^^ — Tliirty two University of Western Ontario student.s havcj' 
been fined fifty dollars each for taking part in a "panty raid" on a women.s' residence. 



The students, whose names 
have not been released, were all 
from the men's residence of the 
University. They gave themselves 
up when two of their number 
were caught and liable for ex- 
pulsion. 

The .. raid occured Sunday 
pight .^wbcn members of the 
group forced their way into the 
main hall of the women's resi- 
dence, ignorini! the protests of 
thé warden. The raiacrs, all of 
whom were wearing masks, ran 



into the bedrooms, and stole var- 
ious articles of clothing from the 
dresser drawers. 

Although the women students 
were sleeping at the time of the 
raid they were soon awakened. 
Amid scrcanas and hysterical 
laughter the panty thieves made 
their .exit, Uirough the windows. 
After counting the girls through 
the open windows they disap- 
oeared. Two of thorn wore sub- 
sequently picked up by London 
police while rcturalng to their 



own residence. No one was hurt 
in the .raid. 

Tlic ' fines were levied by .s 
joint students' council and ad- 
ministrative committee. Students' 
Council President Thomas Hoc- 
kin said that heavier fines or 
expulsion would be used to pun- 
ish similar offences in the fut- 
ure. Once the stolen garments 
have been replaced the remai- 
ning money may be given to ' 
charity or, used to start a scholar- 
ship fund.

"Je suis seule" was first pu- 
blished in the October 6 edition 
of "Lc Carabin", and was des- 
cribed as "the climax of a series 
of articles of doubtful moral lev- 
el" It deals with the visit of a 
student to the roonu of a prosti- 
tute, and describes in graphic 
detail what transpires there. 

Five days after the article ap- 
peared, authorities at Laval an- 
nounced the expulsion of the 
editor -in-chief .ol'*U„Carabin"

The Federal Byelections 

Considering the importAnce of the other electoral 
rjtmpaign with which it had to compete for public 
interest, this week'iTset of federal byelections has pre- 
cipitated an unusual volume of comment. . 

Most observers have expressed the view that re- 
sults in the byelection confirm, something fairly ob- 
■vious for a long time: Mr. Diefenbaker's government 
has lost much of the glitter which swept it overwhel- 
jningly into power three years ago. 

This is no doubt true. The Tories, in this week's 
balloting, lo.>^t two seats to the Liberal Party and ano- 
ther to the "New Party" (the as yet unnamed succes- 
sor to Canada's Socialist Co-operative Copimonwealth 
Federation). 

But it should also be emphasized, as many ana- 
lysts indeed have, that byélcctions are not an infallible 
jtuide to what will transpire in subsequent general 
elections. In byelections between the two nationwide 
votes of 1949 and 1953, for example, the Progre.<?sive 
Conservatives captured nine of the thirteen .seats 
which were up for grab.?. Yet in 1953,, they retraced - 
their 1949 footsteps to the opposition benches — and 
with only a slight change in House standings. 

While this week'.H voting is not to be considered 
a definitive barometer of future political winds, it is 
at least significant as concrete evidence of the fact 
that Tory strength is slipping. It is also significant, we 
suggest, , in ^that it indicated Canada's third party — 
the Canadian Labour Congress and GCF coalition — 
may have greater appeal to" the national electorate 
than previously anticipated. ' 

True enough, the lone "New Party" victory came 
in Peterborough, a community suffering from serious 
unemployment and threatened by even more wides- 
pread joblessness. And the 'only other riding^in^which 
.the "New Party" made, any sort of respeetiable ' Sho- 
wing was Niagara, where unemployment is also -on 
the upswing. 

But even so, the voting gfiins were quite impres- 
sive. Considered in the light. of recent CCF .showings 
.out west, they do not rehdér entirely inconceivable a 
strong. "Ne>y Party" representation in the neict House 
of Commons. 

And if that representation is really impressive, so- 
mething Canadian political observers have predicted 
for many years may be no more than a decade in the 
future. We may well, by 1970, h^ye two national par- 
ties more philosophically distinct than the Liberals 
and Progressive Conservatives. . . ' '

facts. 1 feel it is the rcsponsibilKy of (he editors, if only in the 
name -of sound reporting to be able to substantiate first facts 
which could cause harm (o.an Innocent body which cannot 
honour a pucilanimous critic with Justified defenee. 

Mr. Campbell has referred to various facets of this situation 
which presents a distorted view of the whole matter. 

His reference to minimum wage requirements would Indica- 
(e (ha( he is not familiar with the facts because the fiucstion 
may be asked whether minimum wage requirements apply 
having regard to the fact that the airport is federal property 
and therefore may not fail under Quebec minimum wage 
zoning laws. \^ 

There Is an undercurrent of references concerning an alle- 
ged racial discrimination by the Company towards its former 
employees which is entirely unjustified; such tactics should 
in my opinion be carefully investigated by this newspaper befo- 
re intimating anything as such in a publication. I have been 
employed by Murray Hill and had occasion (o do(c (ha( em- 
ployees of m.nny nationalities and every colour were employed 
by the company.

The Democratic Kennedy-Johnson ticket was swept 
into power yesterday by a 2-1 majority in the McGill TtJ.S. 
presidentinl elections poll

U.S. Election 



Kennedy received 1185 votes 
compared to 626 ballots cast for 
Nixon. The majority was « re- 
flection of the Canadian vote — 
1,002 to 472 in favour of Kenne- 
dy. Non-North American students 
gave the Massachusetts senator 
the comfortable majority of 106 
to 79. The only Republican victory 
was a 'Slim 73-71 margin in the 
votes from United States studenU. 

Eight professors participated in 
the balloting and they went Ken- 
nedy 6-2. 

SERIOUS 

Voting, on the whole, was ta- 
ken seriously although there were 
several' obrfous cases of stuffing 
and a few others were Irrelevant, 
e.g. one student supporting a 
"Drapeau-Cohen" ticket. In all, 
however, only forty balloU were 
rejected. ' . , 

The question of foreign policy 
was the main reason for both 
Kennedy and Nixon supporters 
feeling as they do. This was 
apparent not only In the totals 
but also in every national and 
faculty sub-division. 

ISSUES 

The Issue of personality was 
the second greatest reason for 
Kennedy votes with domestic po- 
licy running a close third. Nixon 
voters had these two reversed, 
with however, a much larger Im 
portance attached to his foreign 
policy. 

The strongest Democratic vote 
ca'mc from the Faculty of Law 
where 09 out of 102 voters were 
behind Kennedy and Johnson. 
Next In line for Kennedy was 
Science which gave him a 364 
133 majority. 

The combined doctor -dentist 
vote was the largest Nixon sup 

Sort Their 60% pro-Republican 
allots were followed closely by 
the engineers who were 56% for 
Nixon. Commerce, which was not 
listed separately, was unofficial 
iy for the Vice-President.

Tliere were serious as well as amusing opinions ex- 
pressed ona large number of the ballots cast in yesterday's 
campusîwlîè mock poll for the American Presidential 

election. In addition to filling out tlie form, students saw 
fit to add tlieir opinions about tlie candidates and their 
policies. . ~ 

It is of particular note that of 
ail the votes cast, not more than 
a handful gave positive élabora- 
tion for backing the candidate 
of their choice. Opinions were 
usually viewed by negating the 
other candidate or by praising 
their wives and running-mates. 

Of the thirty or so coins which 
were claimed to have been flip- 
ped, all of them landed for Ken- 
nedy.
